First, Honorable Cor¬ 
nell n* A. Pugsley, of PeekskilL N. 
Y.„ a former Congressman, an hon¬ 
orary alumnus and a member of 
the hoard of trustees of Rollins 
college, announced that he would 
continue his contribution to support 
the Institute of Statesmanship to 
lie held early in 1031. Mr. Pugsley 
was the founder of the Roll ins In¬ 
stitute of Statesmanship and his 
continued generous support has 
made this unusual attraction so 
great u success during I he past 
two yours. Not content with this 
substantial donation, Mr, Pugsley 
also agreed to duplicate the new 
Rollins dormitory unit with the ex¬ 
ception that he chose to have Pul¬ 
ley hall inhabited by member? of 
the fair sex. This announcement 
was received with great enthusiasm 
particularly by the feminine part 
of the audience.

William Lyon Phelps of Yale 
university lectured on "Truth” at 
the Congregational church on last 
Tuesday evening, February 2b, 

Dr, Phelps said that one of the 
greatest, problems of life is to strike 
a balance between the truth of ac¬ 
curacy ancl truth of loyalty. To be 
at the same time true to the fact# 
and true to the cause i# often dif¬ 
ficult and perplexing. It is possible 
to state fact# accurately and yet 
mlsrcprcaent the truth. 

"The famous advice given by 
Shakespeare's Polontua to his son 
Laertes*” he continued* "was both 
shallow and selfish. He fold the 
boy to study deportment with a 
view only to self-advancement; and 
then told bint to be true to him¬ 
self, IftTwss; and become a triiiLor, 
a prisoner nml a murderer, 

"J boliev* in the romance of 
science and in the truth of fiction. 
Edison is a greater magician than 
Merlin, the fay Morgana, and the 
genii of the Arabian Night#. And 
instead of keeping his miracle# 
mysteriously to himself, he has 
made us all magicians. Modern sci¬ 
ence i# the gateway to fairyland. 
On the other hand, the no-culled 
works of fiction are always true* 
because they arc based on the un¬ 
changeable characteristics of bu¬ 
rn an nature. Science Is in □ sLate 
of flux, progression, con# taut 
change: a textbook on astronomy 
or physics that was true 40 years 
ago is not true today. Whereas the 
plays of Sophocles and Shakes¬ 
peare, the novels of Tainted and 
Dickens are more accurate than 
this morning's newspaper. In a 
honk of science, be sure that you 
get the latest edition: in literature 
it is the earliest edition that It al¬ 
ways the most valuable,”

ft might be remembered that the 
referee is chosen because the rules 
of the game are to be respected by 
the players.

That is what the referee tried to do 
in the game with the Florida fresh¬ 
men. If he occasionally mode mis¬

Booing the referee shows a pret¬ 
ty intolerance and an inability to be 
& good loser and a generous ad¬ 
versary* With one unfortunate ex¬ 
ception the players in the game 
showed a fine spirit.

He submits stories 
suitable to different types of mag¬ 
azines and as it is his business to 
know about the salability of writ¬ 
ings* he usually gets a better price 
fur a story. Also an editor will en¬ 
quire through an agent when he is 
in need of material. 

"All the better magazines pay 
upon acceptance of a manuscript* 
the Author’s League definitely 
states. To pay upon publication may 
be assumed a refusal. Newspapers 
pay upon publication, however, but 
usually the manuscript is used im¬ 
mediately and this does away with 
the possibility that an article may 
lie around an office several months 
and then be returned or perhaps 
lost.

There were hut three 
stipulations: 

2, Work must have been brought 
to a definite stage of progress dur¬ 
ing the year* 

2. Work must receive recognition 
in its particular field. 

3. Work must he national in in¬ 
fluence. 

Those chosen thus far are Mrs. 
Edward MacDowell, Cora Wilson 
Stewart* Sarah Graham Mulhili* 
Martha Berry and Eva LaGalliene. 
This prize money has enabled these 
W'omen to curry on with construc¬ 
tive work and in four cases* it came 
at a critical time* without which*
